Paris, Sept. 21.—The most stubborn fighting seen in weeks 


is taking place in the region of Cambrai-St. Quentin and in Sois- 
sons where the armies of Generals Byng, Rawlenson, Debeny and 
Mangin are battering against the Germans. The big fact stands 
out in this .fighting—the Boche are not yet licked. For weeks 
the general tone of war stories has been that the Hun has no more 
fighting in them but if you want to make a real fighting man mad, 
be he American, British or French, just intimate that his job is 
easy and that the war is now over. He knows that the Germans 
can be licked but he readily admits that much hard fighting is 
certain before the knockout blow.

London, Sept. 21.—Fighting was renewed this morning east 


of Epehy between Cambrai and St. Quentin General Haig reported 
today. Fresh German attacks north of Moeuvres, 7 miles direct- 
ly west of Cambrai were repulsed yesterday afternoon. 
In the 


neighborhood of Douce Wood, further to the south, German infan- 
try succeeded in slightly pressing the British back from our ad- 
vance posts. North of the wood the enemy made repeated at- 
tacks but were completely repulsed, after fighting which lasted 
all night. British troops advanced their line slightly northwest of 
Bellenglise between St. Quentin and Lecatelet. Progress was also 
made west of Messinges and southwest of Ypres.

\Vben she tlid unburden herself, it was 
usually in connection with domestic 
subjects.

fluence to be much of a factor, in- 
deed, within the past year he had been 
criticized rather severely In army cir- 
cles for his Indifference to the crisis 
in which his country was Involved and 
for not taking the war seriously 
enough, and from all I was able to 
observe of him during the visits he 
paid me after the resumption of our 
relations, these criticisms were well 
founded. 
The newspapers, however, 


which were naturally inspired, always 
brought his name to the front when- 
ever the army he was accredited to 
made any successful showing Just as 
tht>y did in the case of the kaiser. 


During his various visits to me I 


tried to draw him out a Httle on dif- 
ferent aspects of the international sit- 
uation, but the Ideas he expressed 
were not of much moment. 


"The allies think we will run short 


of man-power," he said on one occa- 
sion, "but we've got 2,000,000 youths 
srowing up and we'll soon be able to 
lut them in the war. There's no dan- 
rpr at our running short of men, but, 
really, I wish It were all over. This 
war is a lot of damued nonsense, you 
know!" He talked as If the two mil- 
lion giowlng-up youths of Germany 
were created for the Hohenzollerns to 
use as they pleased. 


Another remark he mude which In- 


dicated how sadly he misconstrued the 
epoch-making significance of the great 
war in which the vhole world was 
involved was quite characteristic. 


"With so mauy men at the front," 


he said, "the men at home ought to be 
having a fine time with the women, 
eh, what? 
Do >ou see many good 


looking gii'ls In Berlin now?" 


In this connection I may mention 


thatjJiany of the more sober officers 
told me that they were disgusted with 
the in.nnner in which the crown printe 
was acting at his headquarters.

He knows that the Germans 
can be licked but he readily admits that much hard fighting is 
certain before the knockout blow.

fluence to be much of a factor, in- 
deed, within the past year he had been 
criticized rather severely in army cir- 
cles for his indifference to the crisis 
in which his country was Involved and 
for not taking the war seriously 
enough, and from all I was able to 
observe of him during the visits he 
paid me after the resumption of our 
relations, these criticisms were well 
founded. 
The newspapers, however, 


which were naturally inspired, always 
brought his name to the front when- 
ever the army he was accredited to 
made any successful showing Just as 
they did in the case of the kaiser. 


During his various visits to me I 


tried to draw him out a Httle on dif- 
ferent aspects of the international sit- 
uation, but the ideas he expressed 
were not of much moment. 


"The allies think we will run short 


of man-power," he said on one occa- 
sion, "but we've got 2,000,000 youths 
growing up and we'll soon be able to 
lut them in the war. There's no dan- 
rpr at our running short of men, but, 
really, I wish it were all over. This 
war is a lot of damued nonsense, you 
know!" He talked as If the two mil- 
lion giowlng-up youths of Germany 
were created for the Hohenzollerns to 
use as they pleased. 


Another remark he made which In- 


dicated how sadly he misconstrued the 
epoch-making significance of the great 
war in which the vhole world was 
invoked was quite characteristic. 


"With so maiiy men at the front," 


he said, "the men at home ought to be 
having a fine time with the women, 
eh, what? 
Do \ou see many good 


looking gills in Berlin now?" 


In this connection I may mention

•broken off between America and Ger- 
many, the crown prince and his fam- 
ily ceased coming to me. They were 
afraid, no doubt, of public criticism, 
although the kaisor was not.

Prince William Eitel Frederick and 
Prince Oscar were the only ones 1 
never met. 


Prince Adelbert, the kaiser's third 


son, was a very handsome and charm- 
ing man. He always came to me at- 
tired in a naval officer's uniform. I 
saw him but a few times, as he was 
seldom in Berlin" and he never talked 
on matters of general importance. 1

Prince August Wilhelm, the fourth 


I son, was perhaps Sie most democratic

see me in an ordinary taxicab and he 


I was the only one of the kaiser's sons 


whom I ever saw in civilian dress. He 
* as the first member of the royal fam- 
ily to come to me after the muider 
of the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, and 
he was in mourning when he called. 
He looked very sad and dejected and 


1 gave me the first intimation that the 


tragedy of Sarajevo would almost In- 


i evitably lead to a general war. 


In January, 1918, in speaking of the 


part that America would take in the 
war, he mentioned that his officers hud 


, told him that 60,000 Americans were

> lieve It, however," he added. "How 


could they get there without our know- 
ing it? Our U-boats would certainly 
have found it out.

J.ie hud us little respec 
tor public opinion as the crown prince 
and while the U-boat Deutscbland wa 
on Its way to America principally t 
bring back a cargo of rubber, the sup- 
ply of which was exhausted in Ger- 
many, this sixth son of the kaiser was 
driving around the country in a big 
car and using up enormous rubber 
tires, while rubber was worth Us 
weight hrgold and ranny cars for the 
army were supplied with plain Iron 
wheels. 


This prince was the only member ot 


the royal family to get near enough 
to the firing line to get shot The In- 
jury, whlth he received whjle at the 
western front, was only a slight flesh 
wound of the thigh, but it was enough 
to start him limping through history. 
It was such a superficial wound that 
it couldn't hi ve caused htm one-half 
as much pain as It gave the whole 
royal family pleasure. 


The fact that 'one of the kaiser's 


own sons had actually been wounded 
and shed his royal blood in active ser- 
vice was something that the inspired 
press will ne\er stop crowing over, 
but by Just what accident the prince 
happened to come within range of the 
bullet has never been disclosed. Nev- 
ertheless he received the Iron Cross of 
the first class, or, as seme one who 
realized the significance of the Inci- 
dent, remarked, "A first-class Iron cross 
for a second-class wound." 


As he limped into my office, the 


young prince—he Is now only twenty- 
eight—remarked: "See what one of 


' your damned American bullets did to 
me!" 


"How do yon know It \vas an AmerV 


lean bullet?" 1 asked. 


"The Russians ha\e nothing else!" 
I told him on one occasion that the 


people were complaining of the food 
shortage. 


"They have food enough," he an- 


swered. "The best tiling they do Is 


' to complain! Don't tuey complain in 


America? The fact if. they hnve too 
much to eat. anyway. They don't know 
what they want."
